"This disease is transmissible to 
man through unboiled milk or butter 
and cheese and also directly from the 
saliva or contents or the vesicles of 
Infected animals gaining entrance 
through abrasions of the skin It Is 
especially frequent in children and in 
those whose work brings them In con¬ 
tact with diseased cows. It appears 
that this disease cannot be trans 
milled by eating the flesh of Infected 
animals."
